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Israeli warplanes 
hit refugee camp 


Israeli jet fighters struck a sprawling 
Palestinian refugee camp today in their 
second raid against southwest Lebanon 
in three days, Palestinian officials said. 
The Israel military command said its 
warplanes hit a Palestinian surface-to- 
air missile position outside the coastal 
town of Tyre after several SAM missiles 
were fired against them. 
The new Israeli air strike came only 
hours after Arab guerrillas fired rockets 
against an Israeli frontier settlement, 
and Israeli gunners replied with artillery 
fire across the border. 
Reports reaching Beirut said the 
Israeli planes attacked today after they 
met anti-aircraft fire while ona half-hour 
reconnaissance overflight over the area 
bombed in Wednesday’s big raid. 


The Lebanese right-wing Phalangist 


radio said the Israeli planes hit Palesti­ 
nian refugee camp of Rashidiyeh, just 
south of Tyre, in a surprise attack late 
this aftemooon. 


The Phalangist radio said "at least 
several people were killed” but that no 
reliable casualty count was yet availa­ 
ble. 
A P a le s tin ia n spokesm an said 
"preliminary indications from our men 
is that both damage and casualties will 
be extensive.” 
Palestinian offficials said the Israeli 
jets also dove toward the guerrilla 
stronghold of Nabatiyeh, 9 miles from 
the southeast frontier with Israel, but 
were driven back by anti-aircraft fire. 
The Rashidiyeh camp had sustained 
minor damage in a massive two-hour air 
strike by the Israelis in the Tyre area 
Wednesday. There are military installa- 


tions in the camp. 
The Israeli military command said 
none of its planes were hit in today’s at­ 
tack. 
The military announcement said the 
planes were patrolling the Israeli- 
Lebanese border area after Soviet-made 
Katyusha rockets slammed into Kibbutz 
Yiron, a borderline Israeli settlement. 
It was the second time in three days 
that Israeli planes had bombed targets in 
the Tyre area of Lebanon. In a big raid 
Wednesday, which Israel ordered in 
retaliation for a guerrilla attack on 
another border settlement, Lebanese 
reports said at least 100 persons were 
killed and scores injured.' 
No one was hurt in today’s attack by 
Soviet-made Katyusha rockets, but 
Israeli gunners immediately responded 
with a heavy retaliatory barrage.

Proposal may open 
way for VV housing boom

The Lompoc Advisory Committee for 
the County General Plan Thursday 
recommended land use designations in 
Vandenberg Village that could open the 
way for 100 new housing units a year for 
the next 10 years 
As approved by a vote of 21-2, the com­ 
mittee •tentatively" accepts a subcom­ 
mittee recommendation, plus changes 
suggested Thursday by William Ebbert 
on behalf of Vandenberg Villag e 
Development Co. An amendment to Rick 
Schmidt's motion, however, squeaked 
by. 12-11 
William Fick proposed the 
deletion of original language by Schmidt 
that would have stipulated open space 
designation for a 450 acre parcel 
northwest of the Village It was Fick's 
contention and the committee narrowly 
agreed, that the land was outside that 
which is owned by Ebbert’s company. 
Schmidt had wanted to specify that the 


land should be under open space designa­ 
tion "until the need arises for residential 
development ” With Schmidt’s main mo­ 
tion approved and with Fick's amend­ 
ment, that’s the way it ended 
Ebbert was plainly pleased by the ac­ 
tion, that came after his lengthy presen­ 
tation If the advisory committee recom­ 
mendation is upheld by the County Plan­ 
ning Commission and Board of Super­ 
visors. the development company will be 
able to build cluster homes on an 11 acre 
parcel at the northernmost point of the 
Village and an undisclosed number of 
homes on an approximate 95-acre rec­ 
tangular parcel at the southernmost 
point of the Village The recommenda­ 
tion also calls for a switch of a small por­ 
tion of shopping center land in the center 
of the Village to DR-14 (Design Residen­ 
tial, 14 units per acre» The advisory 
committee's subcommittee on land use 
had recommended a park on one edge of 
the commercial area 


Ebbert told the committee that the es­ 
timate of 100 residential units a year was 
based on the experience of the past 10 
years. 


Committee officials had emphasized 
that their recommendations were in­ 
tended to provide guidance through the 
year 1990 


Thursday night’s action ends, at least 
for the time being, controversy that has 
clouded the life of the committee The 
big step toward some kind of harmony 
came with last week's decision to set 
aside consideration of the urban-rural 
limit line because of its divisiveness and 
to concentrate on land use designations. 
That key motion, too, was by Fick, who 
serves on the committee as an official 
spokesman for the City of Lompoc Plan­ 
ning Commission 
Next Thursday, the committee will 
tackle land use designations in the Mesa 
Oaks, Mission Hills areas 


AM STERDAM , Netherlands (U P I) - 
Dutch officials said today they had cap­ 
tured at least one — and possibly two — 
members of West Germany’s terrorist 
Baader-Meinhof gang in a shootout that 
left both suspects seriously wounded. 
Dutch officials identified the two cap­ 
tured men as Christian Michael Wacker- 
nagel, 26. and Gert Richard Schneider, 
28 
There was some initial confusion when 
Dutch 
officials originally identifed 
Schneider as Rolf Clemens Wagner, a 
Baader-Meinof member wanted along 
with Wackemagel in connection with the 
deaths in West Germany of businessman 
Hanns-Martin Schleyer and two other 
prominent figures 
German authorities later confirmed 
the arrested man — who was reported 
near death — was Schneider They said 
he was on the West German "most 
wanted” list but it was not immediately 
clear if he was a Baader Meinhof 
member. 
German authorities confirmed the 
other arrested man was Wackernagel 
West German police said they believe 
Wackernagel was the television expert 
and cameraman for the Baader-Meinhof 
gang who took the films of Schleyer sent 
to newspapers, television stations and 
the government during his six weeks in 
captivity 


Wackemagel was reported in serious 
condition following the Thursday night 
gunbattle outside the suspects' apart­ 
ment in a fashionable residential suburb 
of Amsterdam 
Three policemen also 
were injured, but were reported in 
satisfactory condition. 
"What we feared has happened,” said 
Public Prosecutor Nicolaas Messchaert 
in a news conference this morning "The 
Red Army (Baader-Meinhof) has ex­ 
panded its activities to Holland ” 


He described the two men as “ ex­ 
tremely tough terrorists ” 
Messchaert said the two had been un­ 
der observation since the kidnapping 
Oct 
28 of Dutch real estate tycoon 


Maurits Caransa. Police at first suspect­ 
ed Caransa — who was later freed un­ 
harmed — had been abducted by the 
Baader-Meinhof gang 
The 11 p.m. shootout occured outside 
the terrorists’ “safe” house, where they 


had been living for almost a year, 
Meeschaert said. 
Three plainclothes police, dressed in 
bulletproof vests and armed with car­ 
bines, approached when the two left 
their apartment 
Mendelsohn accused

blamed the break on the roots of trees 
planted in the strip of land that lies 
between the sidewalks and the curb 
along Via Lato. 
An estimated 30 homes were affected 
by the cutoff beginning Thursday morn­ 


ing. Smitherman said the flow in the line 
was turned on at low level at intervals 
during the 24-hour emergency so that 
homeowners could fill their bathtubs and 
get other critical supplies. 
However, the low flow during those in­ 
tervals damaged the front yard of one 
home, believed to be at 3662 Via Lato. 
Smitherman said his company would 
clean up the street after the repairs and 
replace the front yard and reseed the 
lawn, normal practice in such cases. 
Smitherman said every major leak 
since he came on the job two years ago 
was caused by tree roots penetrating the 
water mains.

Lompoc student test scores in 1976-77 
fell within the range expected for 
California districts of a similar "socio­ 
economic” level, a state report shows 
“ Typical” district reading scores for 
grades three and six climbed slightly, 
while reading scores for grades two and 
twelve dropped, according to the report. 
But along with a nine-tenths percent 
jump in sixth grade reading scores, 
sixth grade scores declined in spelling 
and math, making performance in those 
subjects and written expression "at the 
bare bottom but (still) within the ex­ 
pected range.” according to Dr Irwin 
Wapner. director of student services 
On a scale of 1 to 100, the average 
scores of district students were as 
follows 
— Grade Two reading: 714, down from 
74 3 in 1975-76 and 715 in 1974-75 This 
score ranks at the 51st percentile 
statewide Half of the second grade stu­ 
dents in California performed better 
than Lompoc, half worse ) 
— Grade Three reading 84 5, up from 
83 3 in 1975- 76 and 84 4 in 1974-75 This 
score ranks at the 48th percentile 
statewide 
Interestingly, in 1974-75 the 84.4 score 
would have ranked higher, at the 53rd 
percentile It appears that students are 
doing better, but getting less credit for 
doing better But the lower percentile in­ 
dicates that students statewide are also 


doing better So. relative to them. Lom­ 
poc students have slipped 
— Grade Six reading 68 9, up from 68 
in 1975-76 This score ranks at the 57th 
percentile statewide 
Grade Six written expression: 65 2 — 
up from 63 8 in 1975-76 — 50th state 
percentile 
Grade Six spelling 63 2 — down from 
64 9 in 1975-76 — 47th percentile. 
Grade Six mathematics: 57 3 — down 
from 58 the previous year — 46th percen­ 
tile. 
— Grade Twelve reading 65 I — down 
from 65 5 the previous year — 67th 
percentile 
Grade Twelve written expression: 63 1 
— down from 63 3 the previous year — 
69th percentile 
Grade Twelve spelling: 68 — down 
from 69 the previous year — 55th percen­ 
tile. 
Grade Twelve mathematics: 66.4 — 
down from 66 9 the previous year — 58th 
percentile 
Though the twelfth grade district 
scores declined in all subjects, local stu­ 
dents rank on higher (by two) statewide 
percentile levels in reading, written ex­ 
pression and math. This may indicate 
that Lompoc students' scores dropped at 
a lower rate than statewide. 
Only in spelling did Lompoc tweitth- 
graders slide behind the rest of the state. 
While in 1976-’77 the students ranked on 
the 55th percentile, they ranked on the 
71st percentile the previous year 


The state report not only compares 
district scores to those statewide, but to 
scores among “ similar” districts. 
In this way, Wapner said, "Lompoc 
isn’t compared to Beverly Hills or Palo 
Alto, but against other districts that are 
like Lompoc.” 
Districts are judged to be similar, he 
explained, based on several factors 
These are listed in the state report. 
The factors include performance on 
previous tests, ranking on a "Socio­ 
economic Index,” percent on AFDC (Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children), 
percent bilingual and percent mobility. 
Such factors are said to "predict” how 
well students will perform on standar­ 
dized achievement tests. 
In comparison with similar districts, 
Lompoc reading scores at all grades 
ranked about average 
However, the grade six scores in writ­ 
ten expression, spelling and math were 
at the “ bare bottom” of expected scores, 
as Wapner said. 
In a brief overview of the test results, 
Wapner states that second and third- 
grade sco res in 1976-*77 were 
“ remarkably consistent” with those of 
the previous year 
The scores in grades six and twelve, 
except in spelling by those grades, were 
also as consistent, he observed 
Wapner is scheduled to present a fuller 
explanation of the information in the 
state report and charts at the next school 
board meeting on Nov. 22

DBCP studies 
disputed by firm 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - The 
convictions of five persons, one 
a doctor, on charges of con­ 
spiracy to sell the outlawed 
anti-cancer drug laetrile were 
reversed on privacy grounds 
Thursday by the state’s 4th 
District Court of Appeal 
The state law under which the 
five were convicted violates the 
fundamental rights of a cancer 
patient to privacy in his choice 
of treatm ent by a licensed 
physician, the justices held. 
The ruling, which could have 
statewide impact in cases in­ 
volving the treatment of cancer 
with la e trile , involved Dr. 
Ja m e s 
P r iv ite r a , 
C ovina, 
C arroll 
Ruth 
L eslie. 
W est 
Covina. William David Turner 
and Winifred Agnes Davis, both 
of Chula V ista, and Phillis 
Blanche Disney, North Hol­ 
lywood 
They were convicted in a 
Municipal Court trial Dec 16, 
1975 
Davis and Turner were found 
guilty of selling an unlawful 
drug to alleviate or cure cancer 
and conspiracy to sell laetrile. 
The other three defendants 
were found guilty of conspiracy 
to sell laetrile 
All five were 
placed on probation 
On appeal, 
Privitera chal­ 
lenged state laws insofar as 
they prohibit a duly licensed 
physician from administering 
laetrile, also called amygdalin 
and vitamin B-17, to cancer 
patients. 
The appeal also challenged 
laws that prohibit sale of the 
drug to either licensed physi­ 
cians or persons who have ob­ 
tained prescrip tio n s from a 


licensed physician 
The majority opinion, written 
by Justice Robert O Staniforth. 
said 
“ Diminishing 
fraudulent 
cures, punishing quackery in 
cancer treatment is a laudable 
objective. The means chosen by 
the Legislature is bureaucrati­ 
cally predetermined treatm ent 
or none, injected into a con 
stitutionally protected area of 
privacy. 
“This fundamental right of 
privacy, this right to be left 
alone, is older than the Bill of 
Rights, older than our political 
system 
It cannot be swept 
away, denied by the processes 
of compelled acceptan ce of 
state sanctioned alternatives.” 
The opinion noted that treat­ 
ment of any disease by un­ 
licensed purveyors of medical 
service is risky and properly 
subject to legislative protec­ 
tion, but it said the problem 
with the law under challenge 
was that it sought to remedy a 
danger that was not yet shown 
to exist 
The opinion also said a search 
warrant used to obtain evidence 
in the case was improperly is­ 
sued and evidence obtained 
with it should have been sup­ 
pressed 
In dissent. Justice Gordon 
Cologne said 
“The right of a physician to 
administer drugs and the right 
of all individuals to import and 
distribute drugs which have not 
been approved as effective 
are not, in my opinion, an inci­ 
dent of the constitutionally 
protected fundamental right of 
privacy.”

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Quake 
alarm 
invented 


DUBLIN, Calif. (U PI) — 
There are home fire detector 
alarms and home burglary 
alarms 
And now Richard 
Spencer has come up with a 
home earthquake alarm. 
The idea is that the alarm 
responds to the first shock 
waves, sets off a piercing whis­ 
tle and gives you precious se­ 
conds to get out of your house 
before the full force of a quake 
hits 
Spencer, 32, whose firm 
Seismotronics 
is wholesaling 
the $90 Quake-Alert device to 
electronics distributors, says 
experts agree most deaths in a 
temblor are caused by collaps­ 
ing buildings 
Thus, he says, his patented in­ 
vention would be particularly 
useful when people are slee­ 
ping 
“ It sounds like a police whis­ 
tle — very shrill," he says 
Besides, notes Spencer, the 
small rectangular box has ter­ 
minals in the back “ so you can 
hook as many alarms as you 
want to it remotely — bell 
alarms, miniature sirens, 
beeper horns.” 
Spencer, who formed his 
company in February and 
started marketing the alarms 
two months ago. says the bulk 
of his sales thus far are in 
earthquake-conscious 
Califor­ 
nia, Hawaii and Alaska, as well 
as Nevada 
The Quake-Alert, a meter 
with a sensor, was born in 
Spencer's 1974 attempts to 
measure building vibrations 
caused by air-conditioning sys­ 
tems. 
“ 1 
looked around the 
electronics market trying to 
find a sensing circuit that would 
pick up low frequencies and 
finally I just made one myself,” 
he says 
He then applied the instru­ 
ment to measure an earth­ 
quake's low-frequency horizon­ 
tal and vertical motions 
Many people who hear about 
the alarm want to know what 
good it will do to know in ad­ 
vance about an earthquake 
“ The machine will register a 
shock and sound the alarm 
before you will feel it. especial­ 
ly if you're asleep,” he says. 
“ People are a lot safer just get­ 
ting outside.” 
Spencer says people who use 
his device usually keep it "on 
fireplace mantels, in cup­ 
boards, on any sort of shelf, on 
desk tops We recommend they 
are kept up high, away from 


c h ild r e n .” 
He says his business indicates 
that people often respond only 
when emergencies threaten 
After one quake in the area, he 
says, “ I got 50 calls for these 
alarms People got scared ” 


50,000 vow

U.S. tuna fleet 
endangered by rules 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — New porpoise kiU restrictions could 
force the U.S. tuna fleet out of existence, House Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee Chairman John Murphy, N.Y., says. 
Administrative Law Judge Frank W. Vanderheyden recently en­ 
dorsed National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration- 
proposed quotas of 51,930 porpoise killed netting tuna in 1978, 41,600 
in 1979 and 31,140 in 1980, compared with the 59,050 quota this year 
which the industry protested 
Murphy Thursday declined to comment directly on the proposed 
regulations during a ceremony in the committee chamber featur­ 
ing the dedication of a privately owned $1.6 million purse-seine 
tuna boat and its crew which will serve as a research vessel, but 
said. “ This industry could disappear from the scene because of 
legislative and administrative decisions.” 
He said that 16 U.S. tuna boats have applied to change to foreign 
registration and this could jeopardize processing plant jobs in San 
Diego and Puerto Rico, which cans more than 40 percent of the 
tuna processed in the United States. 
Murphy said that Mexico and Costa Rica want to increase their 
tonnage and fleets and some countries would like to dissolve the 
International Tropical Tuna Commission and restrict fishing off 
their coasts. 
On the porpoise quota regulations, Murphy said, after the 
ceremony, “ I have not had a chance to have my staff review 
them.” 
A U.S. Tuna Foundation spokesman denied the fleet stayed in 
port early this year as a work stoppage, stating it “ stayed in 
because the permits were not issued until April 15” and remained 
in port until May 11 to get clarification of the restriction on killing 
eastern spinner porpoise. 
The U S tuna fleet will sail as soon as federal permits are issued 
for 1978 despite pending regulations which would drastically 
reduce the number of porpoise which could be killed in netting 
tuna, according to foundation attorney David Burney. 


No moratorium easing 


O'Neill may hear redwood 
expansion impact concerns 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
top Brown administration offi­ 
cial says people concerned 
about the possible adverse 
economic impact of expanding 
Redwood National Park should 
complain to House Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill, D-Mass. 
Resources Secretary Huey D. 
Johnson made the suggestion 
Thursday in rejecting a request 
by two California congressmen 
to ease the moratorium on 
timber cutting near the park 
and its proposed expansion site. 
O’Neill last month moved to 
block floor consideration of a 
Carter administration-support­ 
ed park expansion bill, an ac­ 
tion that virtually assured the 
proposal would not be voted 
upon until next year. 
‘‘It seems strange that 
workers in the California north 
coast timber industry may suf­ 
fer because of the actions of a 
New England politician,” 
Johnson said in a telegram to 
California Reps. Donald Clau­ 


sen, a Republican, and Harold 
Johnson, a Democrat 
He said that if the legislation 
had been considered and ap­ 
proved by the House, " I am 
confident the economic relief 
measures incorporated in the 
bill would now be in effect, and 
adversely impacted 
workers 
would be receiving the benefits 
of those provisions.” 
He told the congressmen “ I 
strongly suggest that others 
who profess to share our con­ 
cerns talk to Massachusetts 
Congressman Thomas P 
O’Neill ” 
Clausen and Rep. Johnson 
sent a telegram to the recently 
appointed state official which 
asserted that the timber cutting 
moratorium had caused a loss 
of more than 200 jobs and more 
joblessness is expected soon 
"T here are many areas 
located far from the Redwood 
National Park on which opera­ 
tions could be conducted 
without impacting the Tall 


Trees grove or jeopardizing ex­ 
isting park resources under any 
circumstances,” they said. 
But Johnson replied that if 
timber companies own such 
areas, they should immediately 
file timber harvest plans with 
the Department of Forestry 
“ If they are environmentally 
sound and will not have any 
adverse impacts on the existing 
national park or on areas 
scheduled for addition to the 
park, I see no reason the plans 
should not be approved,” 
Johnson said 
He met with timber industry 
executives and said he suggest­ 
ed this plan to them

Jane Daly usually has more projects 
going than you can shake a stick at. 
Which, though gramatically incorrect, 
describes her to a “T.” 
Many of the projects she gets involved 
in to broaden the scope of her abilities as 
leader of the Hilltop 4-H Club of which 
her daughter Paula, 15 and a sophomore 
at Cabrillo High School, is one of the six 
members. 
Married to Richard, a senior “tech” 
specialist for Federal Electric, her other 
children are Kerry, 18, and Steve, 17, a 
senior at Cabrillo. 
Jane’s latest project is the food 
dehydrator she made mostly out of scrap 
materials with the help of her husband at 
a cost of “around” $10. 
She saw the picture and directions for 
the dehydrator in the July issue of Better 
Homes and Gardens though the one she 
came up with incorporated a little im­ 
provising. 
Outside measurements of the Vi inch 
plywood box are 24 inches high by 18 in­ 
ches wide. 
Four 60-w att bulbs fitted into 
electrical receptacles on the bottom of 
the box provide drying heat for fruits and 
vegetables which may be spread on the 
seven screened trays that slide easily in 
and out. 
The front panel is hinged at the top for 
easy access to the inside and five 
screened ducts have been drilled front 
and back to provide ventilation. 
As project leader in Food Preservation 
and Foods and Nutrition for her 4-H Club 
members, in the past Jane has just 
taught them to preserve foods by cann­ 
ing or freezing. 


Drying them is adding a whole new 
dimension to the program. 
To further assist her in teaching the 
girls she also is taking the television 
class “ Foods and the Modem Family” 
from 3 to 3:30 p.m. Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday on Channel 8. 


So far, Jane and the girls have succes­ 
sfully dried bell peppers, mushrooms, 
carrots, red and yellow onions, celery 
and apples. 
“It’s kind of a fun-type thing to do,” 
she says, “just to play w ith.” 
Possibilities for drying foods, she says 
are “just about unlim ited.” In addition 
to which dried foods take up so much less 
room to store than do canned or frozen 
because of the shrinkage that takes place 
when moisture is removed. 
“That way you don’t have to keep them 
in a freezer or take up canning ja rs,” she 
says. 
Dried vegetables (washed, peeled and 
chopped or sliced before drying) also are 


nice for soup mix, she says. Or for camp­ 
ing or backpacking. 
"P u t a little pack in and when you get 
there just put your w ater in,” she says. 
Drying tim es for foods vary depending 
on the amount of food on a tray, moisture 
content of the food, humidity, and size of 
the food pieces. 
Most vegetables and fruits will dry in 
four to 12 hours. 
To restore moisture in dehydrated 
fruits and vegetables, simply cover with 
boiling w ater for from 10 to 30 minutes. 
The 4-H girls also may borrow the 
d eh y d rato r and take it home for 
projects. 
Jane’s interest in 4-H goes back to 
childhood when she was involved in club 
work and projects in Brookings, S D 
Later she was a secretary to the Brook­ 
ings County Home and F arm Agent and 
in that capacity worked with lots of 4-H 
Club members. 


In addition to her television classes, 
Jane also is taking a class in Emergency 
Medical Training at Allan Hancock 
College in Lompoc and a sociology class 
at Cabrillo High School. 
And as if that weren’t enough to keep 
her busy she also is a correspondent for 
the R eco rd , reg u larly w ritin g the 
Vandenberg Village news. 


Membership in Hilltop is still open to 
boys and girls 9 to 19 from Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills. Meetings are 
held the first Monday of each month in 
the Buena Vista School Library from 7 to 
8 p.m. 
“ As long as there’s a project leader, 
the kids can get in a project,” Jane says.

Tonight the 13th annual Big Game of­ 
fers an interesting match up 
At exactly 8 p.m when the referee's 
whistle blows to begin the crosstown 
rivalry, most of the capacity crowd will 
focus on two running backs. 
One is talkative and outgoing, off the 
field and the other, quiet, reserved and 
confident, on or off the gridiron 


Bryon Barmer and Pat Fridrich will 
be in the spotlight when the Braves try to 
wrap up their first 9-0 season since the 
school's inception and for Cabrillo it will 
be a matter of pride and a fight for a C IF 
playoff berth 
But for the junior from Cabrillo and 
the senior from the school downtown, it 
means a lot more 


“ 1 hope they play Barmer because I 
want to play against the best.” Fridrich 
said on the practice field. 
"Am I excited about this game? Yeah, 
because this is Cabrillo and I want to 
give it my best shot.” said Fridrich in a 
low, deliberate tone 
Barmer. on the other hand was excited 
and talkative last week when he was in­ 
terviewed prior to the Cabrillo-Righetti 
contest 


Barmer has been out for the last two 
weeks with an injured knee but will be 
back at his tailback slot tonight. 
In the six games Bryon has started, he 
has gained over 900 yards and has scored 
nine times 
But the knee injury has been in ques­ 
tion for two weeks, but Bryon felt he 
would be ready. 
“ I thought about the risk of reinjuring 
the knee but then this is Lompoc and 
Cabrillo — all the excitement, the 
publicity and all the people that go to the 
game, hey I can’t pass it up.” 
“ How will the knee affect you?” 
“ I went to the doctor and he said it was 
still swollen but I'll be able to play at full 
speed — 100 percent against Lompoc,” 
Barmer continued 
Fridrich. who has been injury free as 
compared with Barmer, has rolled up 
over 1,200 yards while scoring 11 
touchdowns. 
To give you an idea of how well these 
two tailbacks have been doing, they 
started out the Northern League season 
1-2 in the rushing department, and 
providing for normal games tonight, 
should end the NL season in the same 
position 
Suffice it to say. if these two pick up 


any more yardage, the state of Califor­ 
nia is going to issue them real estate 
licenses. 
The tailback spot requires speed, tim­ 
ing and reaction, both men have that. 
The entire game plan for both schools 
has revolved around the running game. 
But both men admit that if it weren’t for 
their offensive lines, they wouldn’t be 
the top runners they are. 
“ Our line protects our running backs,” 
Bryon stated emphatically. 


“ Against Santa Maria, our line made 
sure that they (Santa Maria) didn’t get in 
any cheap shots that might cause an in­ 
jury. 
“ Yeah, if it wasn’t for them, I wouldn’t 
be here,” Bryon said as he began ta 
scribble designs on the Righetti track 
with a makeshift cane. 


“ The game’s going to be a team effort, 
but the line — they’re doing a great job,” 
praised Fridrich 
“ I thought it was hard to be a running 
back, but being a lineman is hard work, 
too.” 
That should be good for an extra four 
or five yards 
Both men said that it will take a total 
team effort to produce a win and their 


quotes are so identical, you’d think they 
talked to each other before the inter­ 
views. 
“ The team has to get together. I don’t 
think we’ve played a game yet where we 
were mentally ready and didn’t make a 
single mistake. 
“ Sometimes we’d jump offside or have 
a holding penalty that would break our 
concentration, but we’re ready for 
Cabrillo,” Pat said, again in a quiet, 
guarded tone. 
“ We are going to have to pull together 
as a team and forget the rest of the 
season,” Bryon stated. “ Wehave to play 
as if it’s a brand new season and con­ 
centrate on beating Lompoc ’’ 
“ Being the stars of this particular 
Lompoc-Cabrillo game, do you feel any 
added pressure?” 
“ There’s a lot of good talent out 
there.” Bryon said pointing to his team­ 
mates. “ but I feel, or at least hope I will 
be a contributing factor in the game.

High school football is the only game in town 
This particular series in addition has a close historical won-loss record — 
Cabrillo six. Lompoc five. And this year it has the extra distinction of 
presenting the Northern League champion. C IF ’s undefeated top-ranked 
aggregation, with an opportunity to square the 12-year series at 6-6 If underdog 
Cabrillo wins they too could take part in the playoffs 
The suspense of “ powerhouse vs. traditional rival” should quicken the pulse 
and put a lump in the throat of every Lompocan 
There is the battle of the backs NL rushing leader Pat Fridrich vs. Cabrillo 
superstar Bryon Barm er There is the pressure on sophomore quarterback 
Stuart Radford. Thrown into the breach by the Conqs. he will perform in direct 
competition with wily veteran signal-caller Casey Candaele of the Braves. 
The crucial match-ups are many, the facets of sports drama plentiful 
And in response to the public fascination rivetted on this contest the town’s 
only newspaper will do a “ Watering Hole Poll.” says the editor 
We will find out how the inhabitants (or at least the lounge lizards in Lom­ 
poc) predict the outcome , how they analyze the line-play, the proper defensive 
backfield alignments, and most important of all the point spread. 
Now keep in mind there are rivalries and then there are rivalries. 
Soldier Field in Chicago is already sold out for the Bear-Packer game in 
December even though the wind-chill index is guaranteed to hover around zero 
In college football Michigan and Minnesota have battled since 1903 to bring 
home the Little Brown Jug. at least on those occasions when the underclas­ 
smen haven’t stolen it back first 
Navy’s mascot, a goat (or is it Army’s?), is ripped off every year by ram­ 
bunctious cadets 
UCLA paints Tommy Trojan blue and gold The Trojans retaliate by sabotag­ 
ing the Bruins’ card stunts. 
At the Big Game in Northern California nobody need explain who par­ 
ticipates. The poor season record of both Cal and Stanford is irrelevant. 
To this day one residence hall in Berkeley decorates its library with three 
sets of goalposts from Stanford Stadium The advance planning and zero-hour 
mobilization required to secure those crossbars are worthy of the Army Corps 
of Engineers and the U.S. Marines. 
Lompoc is a tranquil mountain pasture by comparison The fact is that four 
of the five establishments polled by this newspaper were scarcely aware of the 
impending “ big game.” 
“ Football” replied one bartender. “ I don’t follow it. Now if it was baseball 
that would be different.” 
Stop No 2 was so noisy it was impossible to be heard over the din of live 
“ entertainment.” Who can discuss the merits of the 5-2 defense when you have 
to use hand signals to order a drink? 
Barkeep No. 3 replied “ Which game is that9 Oh I haven’t heard much talk 
about it.” 
Against the mirror leaned pool cards for the Rams-Green Bay game and the 
Dallas-St Louis game, but nothing for the Braves and Conqs. 
The highlight of the poll was the fourth stop where 47 of the 100 squares in a 
Lompoc-Cabrillo pool remained available Still the initial inquiry drew only a 
blank stare and “ What football game9 Oh it’s Friday.

More convicts 
suing custodians

California convicts are suing 
their custodians in growing 
numbers under a new state law, 
and nine have already picked up 
$795,000 in separate out-of-court 
settlements. 
The law. which is not yet 2- 
vears-old, allows convicts to 
sue for medical malpractice 
and on-the-job injury. 
Joseph Cavanagh, depart­ 
ment legal counsel, said the 
state decided to settle with the 
nine inmates “ But we usually 
win the ones we fight,” he said 
Cavanagh said the largest 
out-of-court settlement — also 
the largest single payment to a 
convict — was $450,000 paid to a 
man left paralyzed from the 
neck down as the result of sur­ 
gery for a brain tumor 
The largest award by a jury 
in a lawsuit was $159,000, but 
Cavanagh said the department 
will appeal that case and did not 
include it in the total already 
paid out 
Cavanagh said he did not 
know how many of the approx­ 
imately 600 cases naming the 
department as defendant were 
brought bv inmates seeking 


damages but “ the number of in­ 
mate suits is growing, we do 
know that ” 
Most of the civil suits filed 
claim medical malpractice or 
personal injury, such as when a 
convict is hurt while working a 
prison job, Cavanagh said 
Other major cases are filed by 
relatives of 
inmates killed 
while in prison 
Until the new law was signed 
by Gov Edmund G Brown Jr , 
convicts were barred from fil­ 
ing civil suits seeking damages 
from the state unless they 
received permission from the 
parole-granting C alifornia 
Adult Authority, since renamed 
the Community Release Board 
There are about 19,000 men 
and women locked up in Califor­ 
nia prisons Cavanagh said it is 
common for prison employees 
to be sued and the number of 
actions pending “ is not unsual” 
for a prison system that large 
But department officials are 
taking new precautions Cava­ 
nagh recently wrote an article 
for the departmental newslet­ 
ter spelling out what prison em­ 
ployees must do if served with 
legal notice of a lawsuit

Sevareid will be 65 at the end of 
this month, and will retire 
He has been broadcasting for 
the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System since he was 26, trying 
to make sense out of the world 
and to make the world make

On Thursday night he was 
honored at a lavish party, feted 
by Supreme Court justices, 
members of Congress, ambas­ 
sadors, cabinet members and 
journalists. 
It was held in a plastic tent in 
the bricked courtyard of 
Decatur House, a historic man­ 
sion across Lafayette Square 
from the White House A cold 
w ind b u ffeted the ten t 
Rainwater flowed under the 
flaps but did no harm 
Sevareid used the occasion to 
hail his listeners and tell why he 
scowls 
" I discovered after all these 
years,” he said, "that most 
people in this country have a 
deep instinct about fairness and 
honesty, that they recognize 
these things. They may disa­ 
gree' with you violently half the 
time, but if they think you're 
trying to be fair, then they will 
go along, and they will listen.” 
As for the scowl, he said he 
couldn’t help it 
“ 1 can’t smile at machinery 
for some reason I think it’s a 
family thing All Sevareids are 
s«>wlers Probably came from 
generations of ancestors peer­ 
ing through the m ists of 
Norwav ” 


Richard Salant, president of

W A S H IN G T O N ( U P I) - 
Mountain chains bordering the 
Pacific Ocean may hold the 
remnants of a lost continent 
that once existed in the South 
Pacific, according to a new 
theory by two geologists. 
Drs. Amos Nur of Stanford 
University and Zvi Ben-Av- 
raham of the Weizmann Insti­ 
tute of Science in Rehovot, 
Israel, call the theoretical con­ 
tinent Pacifica and believe it 
existed 225 million years ago 
near where Australia is now 
The two scientists suggest in 
a report in this week’s issue of 
Nature, the British science 
journal, geologic forces that 
are 
constantly 
reshaping 
Earth's crust split Pacifica into 
frag m en ts, w hich slo w ly 
migrated across the Pacific. 
Scientists believe Earth ’s 
crust consists of plates of solid 
rock riding on warm plastic 
material and pushed horizontal­ 
ly by upwellings of molten rock 
from cracks in the ocean floors. 
The denser rock of sea bot­ 
toms tends to slide under the 
lighter material that makes up 
the continents But when con­ 
tinental masses collide, their 
edges bunch up and are 
believed to form mountains 
It is generally accepted that 
the Himalayas are the product 
of collisions of two continental 
slabs consisting of India and 
much of the rest of Asia The 


Alpine mountain chain likewise 
is believed to be the result of 
movement of ancient action 
between Africa and Europe 
Nur and Ben-Avraham be­ 
lieve the fragments of Pacifica 
were welded to North and South 
America and Asia and are now 
parts of mountains bordering 
the Pacific. The scientists said, 
for example, that a continental 
block called Wrangellia, now 
part of the Coast Range in 
Alaska and Canada may have 
once been part of Pacifica. 
The Andes in South America 
also may hold fragments of the 
lost continent. Continental 
chunks in Japan, East Siberia 
and China m ay have had 
similar origins 
Some biologists have suspect­ 
ed for years that the ancestors 
of now-widely distributed 
plants and animals were once 


close together The breakup of 
Pacifica would explain this pat­ 


tern 


“ We believe the combined 
evidence from geophysics, 
geology and biology makes a 
compelling case for a now- 
extinct 
P a cifica continent 
whose fragmented remains are 
mostly now embedded in the 
circum 
P a c ific 
mountain 
belts,” Nur and Ben-Avraham 
said.

Radom ,

A lter had set up a t least one 
perm anent cabin residence in 
the recreational a rea, and dealt 
out leases for o th er cabin sites 
in such a way they w ere used 
for residential purposes and not 
recreational 
"W hat we have here is a 
resort com m unity” w ith “ open 
ended leases," he asserted. 
E arlier, the Board of Super­ 
visors had m ade a finding that 
A lter is entitled now to 20 cabin 
sites, as a resu lt of an appeal he 
m ade of a Planning C om m is­ 
sion finding th at he w as entitled 
only to seven This finding was 
m ade although the 1967 perm it 
a p p ro v e d by th e p la n n e r s

Radom m ade it clear he had 
been in touch w ith his fellow 
com m issioner from the Fourth 
D istrict, Carol N ash, and the

DEAR BARB—I presume these panels are wood 
since you shellacked them. I have an idea that the 
shellac may have caused the yellow look. Did you 
use colorless or clear shellac? How about this, 
readers?—POLLY. 


D EA R PO LLY —W hen I m ak e a ch o co late c re a m pie I 
use a co rn flak e c ru st in stea d of one m a d e w ith g ra h a m 
c ra c k e rs. I think the pie h as ad d ed zest an d flav o r an d , of 
course, th e good p a rt is th a t one does not bake it- I use one 
cup cru sh ed co rn flak es, one-fourth cup su g a r and one-third 
cup b u tter. P re ss in a nine-inch pie p late an d chill. I use 
hom em ade pudding for th e filling but in sta n t w ill do.— 
DIANA 
DEAR READERS—Mrs. J.A .’s question rtmceruing her 
nonstick cookware brought an answer from the company 
that invented and manufactures this widely used product. 
We hope their answer will help not only Mrs. J.A. but the 
other readers who may have the same problem: 
What may look like the finish scraping off may only be 
staining or spotting which can result in sticking and a 
charred buildup of food or grease residues. This cau be 
reduced or removed by the following home remedy: Mix 
one tablespoon chlorine bleach and one 
tablespoon 
vinegar with one cup of water, simmer for five to ten 
minutes and then remove from the stove. (Polly’s uote-Of 
course, this is done in the pan in question.) 
Wash, rinse and dry thoroughly and then condition the 
pan with a thin coating of cooking oil or shortening before 
using again. This may improve the non-stick qualities on 
such pans.—POLLY

F.D.A. and advertising 


As has been widely reported 
in recent months, the Food 
and Drug Administration has 
become very concerned with 
exactly w hat it is cereal 
makers are purveying on the 
youngsters of the U.S. through 
their advertising. 
Singling out sn ack and 
cereal 
makers 
specifically, 
the F.D.A. has accused them 
of producing products which, 
far from being nutritional, are 
in fact harmful to a child’s 
health. Containing upwards of 
50 percent sugar in some in­ 
stances. snack and cereal 
products are also apparently 
the most widely advertised 
products aimed at the very 
young and impressionable. 
Thus, the F.D.A. has recently 
directed its interest to adver­ 
tising and the control of same. 
The authority of the F.D.A. 
to issue advertising restric­ 
tions is somewhat unclear, at 
best, and could well overlap 
the ju risd ic tio n of o th e r 
g o v e r n m e n t 
a g e n c i e s . 
However, the fact remains 
there is a lot of information 
and misinformation being dis­ 
pensed and something has to 
be done about it, at least in the 


eyes of the F.D.A. 
Our feeling about the situa­ 
tion is while there may well be 
false and misleading advertis­ 
ing being carried on the air­ 
waves and in print media, the 
involvement of the F.D.A. 
with the control of that adver- 
t i s i n g 
w o u l d 
be 
v e r y 
questionable, and probably 
harmful. There are already 
provisions established 
by 
which false and misleading 
advertising can be controlled 
by the media themselves. And, 
it would seem logical to us 
that with all the attention junk 
food makers are reaping right 
now as a result of their adver­ 
tising practices, they would 
begin to get their collective 
acts together on their own 
without government interven­ 
tion. 
We re happy to see the 
F.D.A. starting to pay atten­ 
tion to this particular area of 
business and its effects on our 
children. We just hope the 
F.D.A. restricts itself to the 
job with which it is charged, 
that being the investigation 
and control of food and drugs, 
and that it stays out of the con­ 
trol of advertising and the like.

Funny money security 


Inasmuch as economics seeks to be 
scientific, it is a continuing wonder that 
so many people who trade in it should be 
so willing to obfuscate The debate over 
social security is a case in point 
Consider the simplest m atter 
It is 
argued — endlessly 
what should be the 
p e rc e n ta g e of the 
payroll tax charged to 
the em ployer, what 
p e rc e n ta g e 
to 
the 
e m p l o y e e 
N o w . 
rudimentary 
economic analysis in­ 
forms us that if an 
employer is prepared 
to pay. let us say. 
$20.000 a year to a dis­ 
patcher. he is willing 
to pay $20.000 a year, 
t h a t 
b e i n g 
t he 
budgeted value of that 
man's work to that company in contem ­ 
porary circumstances. 
If the g ov er nme nt inf orms the 
employer that he will need to pay $2.000 
in tax to the social security fund for 
every employee earning $20.000. the 
employer is going to sit down and make 
the following calculations: a) If I pay 
$2,000 in payroll tax to the government, I 
shall be earning a $2,000 deduction b> 
Since my company pays taxes to the 
Federal Government at approximately 
the 50 per cent rate, we’ll be out net 
$1.000 c) Since this job is budgeted at 
$20,000, not $21 000. I shall advertise to 
get the services of the dispatcher to 
whom I shall offer $19,000. instead of 
$20.000 
If w e a s s u m e s o m e k i n d of 
m eritocratic logic here, the man who is 
willing to work for $19 000 is a little less 
able, or less experienced, than the man 
who requires $20.000. so that his perfor­ 
mance will be marginally less efficient 
The cost of that relative inefficiency to 
the company is difficult to track, but as­ 
sume it to be there Bear in mind that the 
dispatcher is paying (under the proposed 
law) one-half the tax his employer is 
paying He is really going to work for 
$18,000. but is costing the company 
$21.000 
This is what the economists refer to as 
the ‘wedge ” The bigger the wedge, a) 
the greater the tendency to unemploy­ 
ment (employers can’t come up with the 
take-home pay the employees want or 
require; i and bi the greater the relative 
inefficiency of the firm 
The reigning superstition in Congress 
is that social security funds are in some 
important way discretely handled from 
general revenue funds To be sure, we all 
go through the motions But what does it 
m ean9 G eneral tax revenues are 
reduced to the extent corporations 
deduct their share of the social security 
payroll tax Already then, there is the 
direct subsidy of the system

The net burden on the company results

the worker cannot be hired for less than 
the $20.000 in question, the company 
raises the price of its product in order to 
make up the difference between the 
budgeted salary and the increased 
salary When prices rise, sales diminish 
When sales diminish, taxes at all levels 
diminish. The backwaters all find their 
way to the Federal treasury. 
So what is the point in the hocus- 
pocus9 The point is the same point our 
legislators seek to make in so many 
other circum stances To obscure reality, 
because reality in turn obscures the 
economic facts of life. Briefly stated 
these are given in the reductionist 
triumph of Milton Friedm an “There is 
no such thing as a free lunch.’’ 
It is not surprising, then, that Profes­ 
sor Friedman has consistently advocated 
the abolition of th at part of social 
security that sells itself to the unwary on 
the occult superstition that we are all 
engaged in prim exercises in self- 
insurance, no different from Mutual of 
Omaha What we are engaged in is m as­ 
sive acts of income transfers, from 
younger people to older people The con­ 
tributions of the older people, when they 
were younger, are disguised savings for 
their own ultimate benefit In fact they 
are. increasingly, m ere payments to 
older people Let it be described as what

Nuclear Agency 
test 


WASHINGTON - Two years ago. we 
reported that the nuclear industry was 
hauling lethal radioactive materials 
around the country in vulnerable casks. 
Trucks, trains and planes carried the 
deadly cargo into heavily populated 
areas 
The shipments were 
authorized by the 
Nuclear 
Regulatory 
Commission which has 
sp e n t 
m illio n s , 
meanwhile, trying to 
d e v e lo p 
a 
s a fe r 
nuclear container 
Much of the effort has 
been devoted to a feud 
with the rival Energy 
R e s e a r c h 
and 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
A d­

over 
safety standards 
Internal documents show that the 
multimillion-dollar research, so far, has 
been a comedy of errors For awhile, the 
commission toyed with the idea of 
crashing a Boeing 707 to test the 
durability of a sample container Of­ 
ficials even approached the Pentagon 
brass about procuring two suitable 
planes for the test crashes 
This scheme was abandoned by less 
venturesome souls, who felt it might 
become too expensive to wreck perfectly 
good jet airplanes. Less spectacular 
tests, however, were conducted 
Last April the internal reports show 
that a supposedly “failsafe” cask was 
badly damaged during a routine test. 
Hasty repairs were made, but the cask 
also failed a second round of examina­ 
tions. 
The delay provoked Commissioner 
Richard Kennedy into writing an ex­ 
asperated memo. After two years, he 
complained, there was still “no accep­ 
table design package" for the nuclear 
casks. 
Footnote: A spokesman assured us 
that the agency plans to have completed 


its final container standards by “the end 
of the year.” Rep. James Scheuer, D- 
N.Y., has led a congressional effort to 
improve nuclear safety standards. 
CARTER vs. PRESS - Lobbyists 
wishing to rub elbows with White House 
insiders paid $250 apiece the other day to 
hear presidential pollster Patrick Cad- 
dell answer their questions about his 
eminent client, Jimmy Carter. Caddell 
was the featured speaker at a private 
fund-raising dinner for Rep. Andy 
Ireland. D-Fla. Over filet mignon, 
brandy and expensive cigars, they bom­ 
barded the pollster with questions. 
Did the president, one businessman 
asked, look upon the press as an enemy? 
Caddell acknowledged that Carter has 
never been one of the media’s “favorite 
people.” Added the pollster: “They’re 
tough on each other.” 
Caddell said that Carter is an “ac­ 
tivist” president, who has taken un­ 
popular but necessary stands on con­ 
troversial issues. The pollster warned, 
for example, that the public doesn’t yet 
comprehend the full impact of the 
energy crisis 
ELECTRIC CHARGE - A Texas firm 
has been falsifying government statistics 
in an effort to peddle its electric vans. 
The company. Jet Industries, has been 
ballyhooing the results of tests con­ 
ducted last year by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
But the figures that Jet has been 
promoting bear little resemblance to the 
NASA tests 
For example, Jet claims its electric 
van can travel 101 miles at 31 miles per 
hour without a battery recharge, while 
NASA found it could go only 70 miles at 
20 miles per hour. And NASA never even 
performed some tests that Jet publicized 
in its promotional material 
Jet’s president, William Bales, in­ 
sisted he didn t know his figures were 
wrong 
But he conceded that his 
promotional material included results of 
tests done by his company, not NASA, 


although this is not clearly indicated in 
its sales literature. Bales told our 
reporter Valerie Strauss: “We didn’t 
mean to deceive or mislead anyone.” 
Meanwhile, an Energy Department of­ 
ficial has been helping to promote the Jet 
van on the basis of the false figures. 
Walter Dippold wrote a letter to Jet 
praising its van as “superior,” “Impres­ 
sive,” and “especially remarkable.” 
Dippold, it should be noted, was one of 
the officials who helped award a govern­ 
ment contract to Jet to build electric 
vans. 
Dippold told us he didn’t know the 
figures were wrong or that Jet would use 
its letter to hawk its van. But once he 
found out, he admitted, “I didn’t tell 
them they couldn’t use it.” Industry 
sources, however, told us Dippold is “too 
friendly” with Jet. 
rootnote: NASA officials confirmed to 
us that Jet is claiming its van can go 
faster and farther than NASA found it 
could. 
SALAD DRESSING - The Food and 
Drug Administration has come under 
fire for trying to allow manufacturers to 
use cheap substitutes in ice cream But 
now the agency is doing the same thing 
for nearly 100 other foods, including 
yogurt, skim milk, mayonnaise, salad 
dressing and mozzarella cheese. 
Rep 
Charles R ose, D-N.C., has 
warned FDA chief Donald Kennedy in an 
angry letter that he may sue FDA 
because “you have violated statutory 
limits that may be made only by 
Congress ” FDA has failed to protect 
consumers from “economic adultera­ 
tion, by which less expensive ingredients 
are substituted,” Rose charges. This Il­ 
legal policy is “benefiting only the food 
industry ... not consumers.” 
The FDA says it has the legal authority 
to set food standards, and that it will 
result in lower prices with no drop in 
nutritional quality. Consumer groups, 
however, say the industry will keep the 
extra profits.

Burke's 
dream 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There’s 
an unfortunate tendency — too frequent­ 
ly inspired and encouraged by the news 
media — to view the nation’s capital as a 
city populated almost exclusively by 
bumbling and corrupt bureaucrats. 
Washington undoubtedly has more 
than its sh a re of 
scoundrels and scan­ 
dals. but it has its 
quota of intelligent, 
dedicated, creative 
men and women work- 
ing 
to 
im p r o v e 
themselves and their 
society. 
Typical of the people 
in that latter category 
is William M. Burke, a 
3 1 -y e a r -o ld M a s­ 
sachusetts native who 
is part visionary and 
part hard-headed businessman. 
His unique specialty is providing a full 
range of services to the hordes of college 
students who descend on this city every 
year for internships, work-study projects 
and other programs that allow them to 
view their government at work and to 
participate in that program. 
Uncounted thousands of students now 
make that pilgrim age 
and their 
number grows annually. They come 
from big cities and rural communities 
Some stay for only a month; others set­ 
tle in for a year. Some are highly 
motivated with clearly defined goals; 
others are not. 
Most make the trip under the auspices 
of their college or university, and that’s 
where the trouble begins. Typically a 
political science professor is temporari­ 
ly detached from teaching duties to 
supervise the Washington program. 
That faculty member may be one of 
the country’s leading authorities on the 
Federalist Papers, but he or she in­ 
variably has little or no expertise in 
finding student housing, locating tem­ 
porary jobs or lining up guest lecturers. 
That’s where Burke comes in After 
five years at the University of Mas­ 
sachusetts, including a stint as director 
of its Washington intern program, he 
resigned in April 1975 to pursue a dream. 
Two months later, Burke had es­ 
tablished the non-profit Washington 
Center for Learning Alternatives, an 
organization that provides visiting stu­ 
dents with everything from dormitory 
rooms to professionally taught courses 
No fewer than nine banks turned down 
Burke’s request for loans to finance the 
untested concept, so he scraped together 
$30,000 from friends, relatives and small 
loans. The money was used as a down 
payment on a downtown building with 
132 efficiencies and 40 one-bedroom 
apartments. 
When Burke quit his job in New 
England, he didn’t have a commitment 
from a single college to participate in the 
venture. Today there are 174 schools af­ 
filiated with the program, many of them 
small institutions that send only two or 
th ree stu d en ts per se m e ste r to 
Washington 
B u rk e c o n v in c e d 
th e E xxon 
Educational Foundation to provide an 
$82.000 grant for development of an 
academic program that now ranged 
from conventional courses on the federal 
budget, foreign policy and Congress, to 
more esoteric offerings on sexual 
politics and the performing arts. 
The Xerox Corporation donated $10,000 
to aid in recruiting black students The 
Olin Corporation Charitable Trust gave 
another $3.000 Participating schools pay 
$700 for each student they send, but they 
can dispense with the services of the 
faculty coordinator 
During its first year of operation, in 
1976, the Washington Center for Learning 
Alternatives had a $150,000 deficit This 
year, Burke expects to almost balance 
his budget. Despite that initial debt, he 
refuses to skimp on the supervision and 
organization necessary for a successful 
program. 
Burke’s most important asset is his in­ 
fectious enthusiasm . H e’s already 
dreaming about a Washington program 
for graduate students and the possibility 
of similar operations in other major 
cities 
Burke isn’t working on any major 
foreign policy initiatives or seeking to 
resolve the overriding dom estic 
problems of our time But he s one of the 
thousands of p eople who m ake 
Washington proud — not ashamed — of 
their city

A tale of the troublemaking black box 
by Ink Dippmr 


It was late in the afternoon 
in mid-August when the U.S. 
asttorney’s office in Nash­ 
ville, Tenn., received a call 
from the Atlanta office of the 
Federal Communications 
Commission. Robert Wat­ 
son, asdsistant U.S. attor­ 
ney, received the call. It was 
coming from Hal Grigsby, 
FCC investigations engi­ 
neer. 
'Bob, I know you are get­ 
ting concerned about these 
intereference complaints 
we’ve been receiving from 
your area, and so has Wash­ 
ington,* he said. "We are 
going to send a team up 
there to investigate the prob­ 
lem." 
Watson, who had had pre­ 
vious experience with simi­ 
lar situations when he was in 
the U.S. attorney’s office in 
northern Alabama, was 
pleased with the call. 
"That’s good news, Hal," 
he replied. "My chief, Hal 
Hardin, has just taken off­ 
ice—he was only recently 
appointed—and he couldn’t 
believe it when he saw them. 
We’ve been sending them on 
to Atlanta, but Washington 
must be receiving them, 
too." 
That telephone conversa­ 
tion triggered a four-day 
investigation by FCC inspec­ 
tors and initiated one of the 
biggest raids to date on 
CBers allegedly operating 
illegally. 
Arriving in Nashville on 
Aug. 12, the FCC team began 
its work. They not only cir­ 
culated throughout the gen­ 
eral Nashville area, but 
went as far north as the 
Kentucky line, then spanned 
out east, west and south of 
the city. 
It was all top secret. Wat­ 
son and some of his associ­ 
ates in the attorney’s office 
were aware they were in 
town, because the team 
stopped at the Federal 
Building to describe their 
plans. Until Aug. 18, there 


was a total veil of silence. On 
that date, two members of 
the team a rriv e d a t 
Watson’s office to preparre 
affidavits. In the company of 
Watson they then went 
downstairs to the Federal 
Magistrate’s office to obtain 
search warrants and get his 
signature on them. 
Three U.S. marshals were 


has not yet been received in 
the U.S. attorney’s office. 
What will happen? 
'Depending upon the 
report," Watson said,, 'we 
will determine whether we 
will file criminal charges 
against the operators. This 
is a decision that is made 
here.

assigned to accompany the 
FCC investigating team. 
The result was raids in 
N ashville, C larksville, 
Crossville and Springfield, 
Tenn., as well as on a farm 
in Cumberland County. 
Seven residences were 
searched and equipment 
confiscated, as well as the 
equipment of one vehicle. 
The violations being al­ 
leged are that operators 
were using CBs on frequen­ 
cies not authorized for citi­ 
zens band radio and operat­ 
ing CBs in excess of the 
authorized power. All told, it 
is estimated that between 
$15,000 and $20,000 worth of 
gear was confiscated by the 
government men. 
By Aug. 20, it was all over. 
The FCC team had departed 
to turn the equipment over 
to the investigations labora­ 
tory in Atlanta for research. 
Watson could not com­ 
ment further about the mat­ 
ter because a final report 
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ment confiscated will be 
kept by the government, and 
a trial will be scheduled in 


Federal Court.” 
This account can be dupli­ 
cated in many communities 
throughout the United States 
and Canada (though the 
latter’s procedures are 
somewhat different but aim­ 
ing at the same objective— 
criminal prosecution) every 
day. Generally, it goes back 
to that black box that has 
been the CB gobliln for so 
many years.

Channel One, as an advisory 
channel for CBers, is truly 
feasible and interest in 
creating this designation has 
growing support.

“Anything that will get the 
pressure off Channel Nine has 
our vote,” says Lt. Rod 
LaNore, of the Nuchigan State 
Police.

In Washington, D.C. one of 
the authorities at NEAR

evefa to the point of helping 
states fund their portion of the 
project,” he explains. “There 
are 24 states now p a r­ 
ticipating, one — Illinois — is 
fully operational, and 23 are in. 
v ario u s

The idea for Channel One as 
an advisory channel evolved 
with the efforts of three states 
using it as a promotional 
device in their tourism cam­ 
paigns Tennessee, Maryland 
and Georgia have located base 
units in their Welcome 
Centers 
Attendants 
there 
monitor Channels 9 and 19 for 
inquiries from CBers passing 
through and ask them to go 
down to One, the HOT line, so 
questions can be answered. 
All states report the 
program, conceived in the 
spring, has enjoyed definite 
success. “The response has 
been good,” says Tom 
Jackson, head of Tennessee’s 
Tourism Department. “ As 
more CBers have become 
aware of Channel One when 
they visit Tennessee, the 
more queries we have been 
getting. In a year I think we’U 
have it established.”

Recently, I had a blood 
test and in one year the 
cholesterol dropped to 244, 
but the triglycerides went up 
to 178’ How can that be9 One 
goes down, and the other 
goes up. Is one of these more 
important than the other9 
Please let me know the safe 
high normal for triglycer­ 
ides. That is what I am 
concerned about. What shall 
I do to bring it down9 
DEAR READER - Trigly­ 
cerides are simply fats - 
three fatty acids attached to 
glycerine (glycerol). Choles­ 
terol is more stable and 
recirculates from the liver, 
through the bile into the 
intestine, and is reabsorbed 
into the blood again. It is not 
metabolized the same way 
as fat i triglycerides) at all. 
As a result, the triglycer­ 
ides in your blood fluctuate 
more readily. If you have 
just eaten fat - in the past 
eight hours —your 
blood 


level may be high because of 
what you ate eight hours 
ago. We usually consider a 
fasting level of less than 150 
as normal. Cholesterol is 
less likely to be so affected. 
It will fluctuate though from 
stress and other factors 
The cholesterol level is a 
better indicator of risk of a 
heart attack than the trigly­ 
ceride level. I am sending 
you The Health Letter num­ 
ber 1-2, Cholesterol, Trigly­ 
cerides. Blood Fats. Ath­ 
erosclerosis, to give you 
more details about the rela­ 
tion of these to each other.

You need more than 
one blood test to find out 
what your risk really is. 
Laboratory test methods 
vary, too. The method used 
for many office and hospital 
blood samples yields results 
that are 10 to 15 percent 
higher than the methods that 
are used to analyze blood 
samples in conjunction with 
national research programs.

Use your brush correctly Starting where tooth and gum meet, use 
short back and forth strokes to clean the tooth s surface Then, one tooth 
at a time, carefully scrub the outer and inner surfaces, always keeping 
brush bristles angled against the gum line 
In addition to these tips, the ADA recommends using a fluoride 
toothpaste, flossing regularly, and as a general rule, seeing the dentist at • 
least twice a vear

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
have been told I have high 
blood pressure. I am taking 
a 
m ild m edicatio n . 
I 
exercise, am about eight to 
10 pounds overweight, and 
seem to have no particular 
stress in my life. 
I’m 58, and my blood pres­ 
sure has been 170 over 100. 
Some have mentioned that it 
might be caused by drinking 
nothing but commercially 
softened water at home. 
Could the salt in this contrib­ 
ute enough salt to my sys­ 
tem to be a problem? 
DEAR READER - Your 
blood pressure is not alarm­ 
ing, but statistics do show 
that low normal readings 
are associated with a lower 
incidence of heart attacks, 
strokes and other problems 
associated with disease of 
the arteries. It will help you 
if you can regulate your life 
to have a more normal read­ 
ing. 
The first order of business 
is to get rid of every pound of 
fat you can. Keep your ex­ 
ercise program going, and 
cut down on your salt. 
There are differences in 
water softeners, but some do 
uicrease the salt (sodium) 
content in the water. In 
addition, 
some 
scientists 
studying heart disease have 
claimed that soft water in 
the pipes dissolves out heavy 
metals that are toxic to the 
kidneys and may lead to 
high blood pressure. 
If you want soft water for 


drinking 
purposes, 
why 
don’t you just get bottled 
distilled water. I would sus­ 
pect the mild medicines you 
are receiving help eliminate 
salt from your body. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-8, 
Blood Pressure, to give you 
more information on what 
you should be doing.

during the night - two nights 
in a row this week, he got up 
quickly to vomit, and had a 
lot of acidity. He says he’s 
not sick. 
About a year ago, he had 
bleeding from his bowels, it 
stopped but came back once. 
What do you think causes the 
vomiting? 


DEAR READER - Any­ 
one who has unexplained 
vomiting must have a medi­ 
cal examination. There is no 
other way to find out the 
cause and it can be a symp­ 
tom of an important illness. 
He could have a haital her­ 
nia with food regurgitating 
back into his lower eso­ 
phagus after that heavy eve­ 
ning meal. 
He could have an ulcer or 
an obstruction of the outlet 
of the stomach. He could 
even have a malignancy. I 
hate to alarm you, but you 
simply cannot ignore that 
kind of history. While wait­ 
ing to see the doctor, I think 
you should have him change 
his eating habits.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
I don’t like rock music, so I 
don’t listen to rock music, so I 
don’t know one rock musician 
from another. But, every once 
in a while, I feel I owe it to my 
readers to talk to a rock star, 
to do an interview with a rock 
star, just so there is some 
rock representation in my 
column. 
And, whenever I do one of 
these rock interviews, I come 
away with renewed joy at being 
of a different generation 
They are a strange breed, 
today's musical stars. Very 
strange 
There was Iggy Pop, all 
right. He put his thumbs in his 
ears, wiggled his fingers and 
stuck out his tongue. Then he 
clamped his right hand next to 
his left cheek, with his arm 
around his head, and in­ 
troduced him self to the 
waiter. What could be more 
Iggypopish than that? 
But at the same time, a man 
named James Osterberg was 
there, too That is Iggy Pop’s 
re a l nam e, and Jam es 
O sterberg can be very 


serious, very straight. He 
quotes Cocteau. He uses large 
words and uses them correct­ 
ly. He is good-looking, 
serious, and you might even 
leap to the conclusion that he 
was something of a square. 
And Ig g y -Ja m e s-P o p 
Osterberg readily admits that 
he is a dual personality. 
“Yes,” he says, “I im two 
people. It’s easy enough to 
become Iggy Pop, but it’s not 
as easy to become Jim 
Osterberg, because it is 
always much more difficult to 
be yourself.” 
From that, of course, you 
can surmise that Iggy Pop is 
an act, a put on, a creature 
Osterberg created for com­ 
mercial purposes. And that 
may be true, although nobody 
— least of all Jim Osterberg 
— knows for sure. 
He says that when he per­ 
forms, he is never sure what’s 
going to happen. And, often, 
what happens is something 
that is either outrageous, 
shocking or funny, depending 
on your point of view. To him, 
it is unpredictable.

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“I have hurt myself pretty 
badly when I work,” he says, 
and that’s understandable. He 
has been known to slide on 
broken glass, to pour hot wax 
on himself, to stab himself 
with pencils. 
“ N othing 
is planned 
o r ig in a lly ,’’ 
he sa y s. 
“ S o m e tim e s, 
I ’ll 
do 
something and it works for 
me. so I’ll remember it and 
I’ll do it again. Mostly, 
though, it just happens ” 
There have been some 
changes over the years. Pop is 
now 30 and has gained some 
maturity. For one thing, his 
heavy drug experience is, he 
believes, behind him. 
“I did it with will power,” 
he says. “And heroin isn't an 
easy thing to give up They tell 
me that only one person in 
400,000 can do what I did, give 
it up. 
“I still smoke some mari­ 
juana, when I want to lose 
myself, to give my brain a 
rest, when I’ve been working 
too hard. But that's no big 
deal.” 
His parents stood by him 
during his heroin-shaking 
years. He says they’ve always 
been supportive, that they like 
his music despite being from 
another generation. 
Osterberg is from Ypsilanti, 
Mich. His father had been a 
professional baseball player 
but, after World War II, he 
decided he’d rather teach 
English literature and went 
back to school and learned 
enough so he did, indeed, 
becom e an E nglish lit 
professor. 
Young Jim grew up frail 
and not too happy. He says he 
spent most of his childhood 
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years running from bullies, 
reading and fighting off 
asthma attacks. Music didn’t 
interest him until he was in 
his early teens, when suddenly 
he found music and his 
asthma stopped. 
He played drums with a 
high school band — the 
Iguanas — and then began 
playing professionally around 
Chicago. They called him 
Iggy, maybe because he had 
been an Iguana, m aybe 
because they found he’d play 
for $7.50 a night when 
everybody else asked $15. 
And he began prospering, 
began doing the outrageous- 
funny things that attracted 
attention and m ade him 
famous. He stuck on the sur­ 
name “Pop” and became a 
household word in rock 
households. He began a 
friendship with David Bowie 
that has been on-again, off- 
again over the years. 
Bowie and Pop have worked 
together frequently and Bowie 
produced Pop’s new album, 
The Idiot,” on RCA. 
Now Pop lives in Berlin. No 
real reason why, although he 
does say, somewhat vaguely, 
that he lives there because he 
likes the German language — 
although his knowledge of it 
is, admittedly, slight. 
He lives in a fourth-floor 
walk-up, which was equipped 
with only cold water until he 
had it renovated. But he isn’t 
there that much, so it hardly 
matters. Like most of today’s 
performers, he is on the road 
almost constantly. 
He is off now on a trip which 
will begin in Europe, then 
take him across Canada and 
the United States and down to 
Australia and New Zealand 
and on to Japan. He is looking 
forward to it, because he loves 
to travel — although he does 
get tired easily, except when 
on stage — and because he is 
anxious to take his music to 
places that have never ex­ 
perienced him. 
‘”nie whole point of my 
music,” he says, “is to bring 
some enlightenment to peo­ 
ple. T h a t’s not tru e of 
everybody’s music, but it is 
true of mine.” 
What sort of enlighten­ 
ment? 
“You have to come to one of 
my concerts to learn the 
answer to that," he says 
Everybody comments on 
how Iggy Pop has changed. 
Since he got off drugs, they 
say, he’s a new man. He dis­ 
putes the word “change.”

HARRIED HANDYPERSONS: 
Q: You recently mentioned that 
when air in a home is too dry, 
people feel cold even though the 
temperature might be up in the 
comfort range. What humidity 
would make it seem com­ 
fortable and how can you attain 
this moisture level? A: The 
proper level of humidity for 
most homes should be between 
40 and 50 percent with about 42 
percent being considered the 
best This lets you feel com­ 
fortable at lower thermostat 
settings. The ideal way to attain 
this is with a himidifier that is 
equipped with a humidistat. The 
humidifier would put more

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Plants in the home... 
Bulbs to plant now for winter and spring flowers 


by Elvin McDonald 


A few years ago, it was my good 
fortune to spend the better part of two 
weeks photographing tulips, daffodils, 
hyacinths and other spring-flowering 
bulbs at Keukenhof, the public garden 
less than an hour’s drive outside of 
Amsterdam where all the Dutch bulb 
growers showcase their wares. 
It was an unforgettable experience, 
a 
tr ip 
I 
ca n 
re c o m m e n d 
wholeheartedly to anyone, but es­ 
pecially the person who enjoys both 
gardening and photography. Part of 
the reason I had so much fun is 
because I was there on assignment as 
a member of the working press. 
Having cut the inevitable red tape. 1 
was permitted to enter the garden at 
dawn, walk on the grass and even lie 
in it for some dramatic closeups of 
the flowers. In late afternoon, when 
the last of a typical day’s 100.000 
visitors left the garden, I stayed on, 
alone with the sounds of nature and 
the clicking of my shutter until the 
light was gone. 
I have always had a warm spot in 


my heart for the Dutch bulb growers, 
in part because of a childhood adven­ 
ture one of them allowed me. I must 
have been about 10 years old when the 
sight of a neighbor’s bed of parrot 
tulips inspired me to send away for 
every bulb catalog I could find adver­ 
tised. 
One of the catalogs had hundreds of 
different tulips illustrated in color, 
priced in quantities of 12, 25. 50 and 
100. as I recall. Since my budget was 
limited and I couldn’t make up my 
mind. I dared to order one each of all, 
determining how much to pay by 
dividing the price for 12 by 10. 
I 
figured it might cost more to bag and 
label one bulb of each variety. 
Much to my surprise, my order was 
filled exactly as I had placed it with 
no additional charge or complaint 
about the extra work. 
If I was 
pleased in October when I planted the 
bulbs, then I was deliriously happy 
the following spring when, I think it is 
safe to say. mine must have been the 
only garden in Oklahoma that sported 
Zebra plant — 
beauty or beast? 


After years of answering thousands 
of reader questions. I think I am not 
being unfair in saying that a dis­ 
proportionate number of them have to 
do with the zebra plant, known of­ 
ficially as aphelandra. a work proper­ 
ly pronounced aff-uh-LAN-drug. 
Judging bv its behavior for me, AW- 
ful-lan-druh might be m ore ap­ 
propriate. 
However, lest I malign an innocent 
plant. I decided to check up on its 
reputation am ong som e of my 
friends. Sorry aphelandra. you don’t 
see to get much respect from any of 
the plant people. For instance: 
George and Virginie Elbert in 
“ Plants That Really Bloom Indoors” : 
‘‘...in most instances it is a losing bat­ 
tle. ..you get tired of trying...out it 
goes.” 
Bill Mulligan, garden editor of 
‘‘American Home” : ‘‘...a lemon.” 
Maggie Baylis in “ House Plants for 
the Purple Thumb” : ' ‘This is a prima 
donna which charms for one season, 
but will rarely live to give more.” 
And. in “ Plant Parenthood ”: ‘‘...one 
of those mass-produced plants grown 
for its showy foliage and usually 
forced under greenhouse conditions to 
attract the buyer. 
Given normal 
house or apartment conditions, it sags 
after the showy yellow bloom has 
breathed its last.” 
Florence and Stanley Dworkin in 
“ The Apartment Gardener” : ‘‘...we 
don’t know anyone who grows it suc­ 
cessfully in an apartment; certainly 
no one who flowers it again ” 
And. finally. Tina Nitzkin, the green 
thumb at 
“ A partm ent L i f e ”: 
“ Aphelandra? Forget it.” 
With that kind of press, it’s surpris­ 
ing that the zebra plant is still around 
to haunt us. I’ve decided it may be 
tougher than we think. 
In fact, aphelandra's real problem, 
as Maggie Baylis suggests, is that 
most of us first become acquainted 
with it as a commercially grown gift 
plant, one that has been hurried along 
under ideal conditions, to the point of 
flower and foliage perfection, then 


turned out into the cruel world of 
reality. 
And the harsh realities that wither 
up the zebra’s white-veined green 
foliage are these 
1. Letting the soil dry out enough to 
wilt the leaves — even once. 
2 
Setting the plant where forced- 
air heat blows directly on it 
3 
Leaving the plant standing in a 
saucer of water when temperatures 
are on the chilly side (below 65 F ). 
4. Allowing an attack of red spider- 
mites, mealybugs, brown scale or 
aphids to go unchecked. 
An aphelandra that survives any or 
all of these debilitating experiences 
typically has a few leaves that perch 
on top of an otherwise totally nude 
stem. The way to save it is to make a 
tip cutting about 4 inches long in late 
winter ; set it to root with 3 inches of 
the bare stem planted in a pot of ver- 
miculite. Enclose in a plastic bag or 
large drinking glass; keep evenly 
moist in bright light but no direct sun. 
When new leaf growth is apparent, 
transplant to a mixture of equal parts 
sphagnum peat moss, vermiculite, 
sand (or perlite) and all-purpose pot­ 
ting soil. 
Since fall is the tim e when 
aphelandras are most likely to bloom, 
here is the care I recommend if you 
find yourself unable to resist buying 
one: 
Light, up to a half day of direct sun, 
or grow in a fluorescent-light garden. 
Temperature, moderate, ideally a 
range of 60-72F. during the winter 
heating season 
Humidity, medium to high; set pot 
on a pebble tray; mist the leaves dai- 
ly. 
Soil, evenly moist at all times; 
avoid extremes, especially dryness. 
Now I have a confession to make. 
T here is a new silv e r-le a v e d 
aphelandra on the market and 1 can’t 
wait to try it. After all. even if I have 
to pay $7.50, it’s sure to give me 
several weeks of pleasure and that’s a 
lot more than 1 get from store-bought 
fresh cut flowers at twice the price. 


m ore than 200 d ifferen t tulip 
varieties, each labeled with its proper 
name. 
As an apartment dweller today, one 
of the things I miss most is not having 
an outdoor garden where I can plant 
bulbs in October. 
There’s nothing 
quite as satisfactory to a gardener as 
dreaming of how, come spring, the 
winter snow will melt into drifts of 
golden daffodils, sky-blue patches of 
grape-hyacinths, a rainbow of tulips 
and hyacinths that are intoxicatingly 
fragrant. 
Of course, it’s possible to coax 
these spring flowers into winter 
bloom indoors by a process called 
forcing. I find it difficult in my apart­ 
ment because of the heat, but if you 
would like to try, here’s how: 
Pot up bulbs of hyacinths, grape- 
hyacinths, daffodils and tulips (the 
single- and double-flowered earlies 
are generally easiest to force) in Oc­ 
tober or early November, placing as 
many as possible, with the shoulders 
almost touching, in each container; 
leave only the tips of the bulbs ex­ 
posed above the soil. 
Water well, 
then place to root in a cool (about 
40F.). dark place such as a coldframe 
outdoors or the vegetable crisper sec­ 
tion of your refrigerator. 
Check the bulbs weekly to be sure 
the soil does not dry out; apply water 
as necessary. After eight to 12 weeks, 
check to see if any roots are growing 
out of the drainage hole; as soon as 
the bulbs have a vigorous, thick root 
system, forcing can begin. 
At this point, bring to a sunny, cool 
(50-66F.) window or fluorescent-light 
garden. 
Water freely and protect 
from drafts of hot, dry air. Expect 
flowers within a few weeks. 
If you don’t have a cold-frame out­ 
doors. and your vegetable crisper is 
fresh out of spare room for bulbs, as 
mine usually is. I suggest you plant 
some bowls of paperwhite and Soleil 
d-Or naricussus, sweet-scented but 
frost-sensitive relatives of the daf­ 
fodil. 
You’ll find the bulbs now at 
plant shops, garden centers and 
nurseries. Here’s how to grow them: 


Fill a bowl or other waterproof con­ 
tainer two or three inches deep with 
pebbles. 
Snuggle the base of each 
bulb about a half inch into the peb­ 
bles. Add water until it touches the 
bulbs 
Place to root in a dark, 
relatively cool (50-60F.) spot. 
Add 
water to the bowl as necessary to 
maintain the original level. 
After 
three or four weeks, when the bulbs 
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have lots of roots, begin forcing, as 
recommended for the hardy types.

Q. I was horrified by your column 
on planting in seashells in which you 
recommended boiling them to kill any 
creatures that might be living inside. 
Don’t you realize that seashore 
ecology is fragile at best? 
A 
Yes, to answer your question, 
and thank you for calling my attention 
to a grievous error in my typing 
which made it appear that I was 
recommending the killing of a living 
creature. 
I had in mind picking up 
only shells that had been washed 
ashore and left high and dry by 
nature, for a sufficient time to cause 
any water-living creatures inside 
them to have dried or left for another 
shell house. So far as I can tell, this 
would not threaten the environment. 


Q My Smithii fern is beautiful and 
green on top, but underneath there is 
a lot of dead growth Should I trim off 
the brown parts? 
A. I give your question a qualified 
“ on.” TTie thin, fragile fronds of 
Smithii (it is closely related to Boston 
f e r n) j u s t n a t u r a l l y we a v e 
themselves into a tapestry that is 
green on top. brown on the reverse. 
The only time I trim off the brown is 
when I see it on top or around the 
edges of the plant

the brown parts without damaging the 
green is virtually impossible

formaldehyde-based 
resins. 
This 
made cotton pajamas and nighties 
much more difficult to burn also. 
Last year, tests with animals 
showed that TRIS-BP. which was 
primarily used on polyester-fiber gar­ 
ments, could cause cancer. 
Textile and clothing manufacturers 
were stunned. They had invested 
millions in the government-imposed 
fire protection program. They quickly 
turned to other chemicals. One was 
FYROL. Now, this chemical has 
become suspect. Some biochemists 
say FYROL is a mutagen (causes 
changes in basic cells) and this makes 
it a possible carcinogen (cancer 
causer). But, there’s no proof. Many 
more tests are needed. 
Sleepwear made of 100 percent cot­ 
ton laced with formaldehyde-based 
resins is probably OK. While these 
ch em ica ls have proven to be 
mutagens, they have not been proven 
to be carcinogenic after repeated 
tests. 
Still, because there is a hint of 
danger, the National Cancer Institute 
has begun an exhaustive, two-year 
test to put the question at rest. 
So. what do you do? You have to buy 
sleepwear that resists fire The law 
says so. Some of the sleepwear is 
treated with chemicals that are 
suspect, some is not. 
You probably won’t be able to find 
much sleepwear that has been treated 
with TRIS-BP (usually polyester 
fabric) because it was banned by the 
government earlier in the year. ’Die 
ban has been contested in court but 
clothing sellers have pretty much 
pulled the product off the market - 
some $51 million worth. 
Penneys, and perhaps a few other 
stores, are selling sleepwear treated 
with the TRIS-substitute. FYrol, 
because it has not been banned and no 
tests have showed that it causes 
cancer Penneys has signs in its store 
that tell you about the Fyrol sl­ 
eepwear. Sales people are instructed 
to show you which has it and which 
does not 
The chances of finding TRIS-BP in 
polyester sleepw ear for older 
children (sizes 7 through 141 are prac­ 
tically nil because the fire standards 
don’t require it. You might find it, 
however, in the infant sizes (1-6) 
because the fire standards are more 
stringent 
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You can buy infant sleepwear made 
of matrix fiber (such as Cordelan) or 
modacrylic fiber (such as SEF) 
which have no chemical additives. 
They resist fire on their own. 
You can also get pure polyester and 
polyester blends with modacrylic and 
matrix fibers that have no chemical 
additives. The trouble is, with the 
pure polyester it’s almost impossible 
to tell it apart from the polyester that 
has been treated with TRIS-BP. 
Again, if it’s a size for an older child, 
you’ll rarely find chemicals added. 
Washing sleepwear that has ad­ 
ditives does remove a lot of the 
chemicals but not all. With polyester 
garments treated with chemicals, the 
child can wear an all-cotton un­ 
dershirt beneath. This will absorb 
perspiration and keep the child 
warmer in winter. It will also impose 
a barrier between the fire-resistant 
chemicals and the skin. 
Manufacturers are so fed up with 
the bureaucratic bumbling in fire- 
resistant chemicals, they say they 
won’t use them in sleepwear coming 
out next spring. They’ll use textiles 
that resist fire on their own. And, for 
these you'll get less selection and will 
probably pay more. 
Giving to charities 


Q. Awhile back you answered a 
reader’s question about the best way 
to give money to charities. You said 
the most effective way is “to put all 
or most of your money into your local 
United Way or Community Fund 
Drive.” The United Way does an out­ 
standing job, but you must be aware 
that the United Way provides funds 
for operating needs only and does not 
include support for capital and major 
equipment drives. For example, the 
United Way does not support urgent 
• renovation or expansion needs for 
colleges and hospitals. There are also 
many national programs that do not 
receive funds from United Way and 
are deserving of our support. Wasn't 
your answer - Give to United Way - 
too simple? - N.O N., Los Angeles. 
A Yes it was a simple answer but, 
for people who have no particular tie 
or interest in a cause, it works You 
do get an awful lot of benefits for a 
buck when you give to an organization 
that has volunteers, low fund-raising 
costs and has a sophisticated way of 
determining local charitable needs 
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and monitoring charitable institu­ 
tions. 
Of course, your college or your 
local hospital needs your support. If 
you give money to a cause with which 
you are quite familiar, your money is 
usually well-spent. 
The Council of Better Business 
Bureaus says there are some 3,000 to 
4,000 active charities. They all need 
your help But, which do you give to? 
At this time of year, you’re getting 
appeals through the mail, appeals by 
doorbell ringers and appeals from 
every direction. If a charity strikes 
your interest, but you don’t know how 
well it is run, you might be able to get 
more information from your local 
Better Business Bureau. 


If you can’t write the Council of 
B e t t e r 
B u s i n e s s 
B u r e a u s , 
Philanthopy Advisory Service, 1150 
17th St., N.W., Washington, DC. 
20036. You’ll get lists which show 
charities that meet BBB standards 
and charities that don’t. If they have 
it on file, you can get an in-depth 
report on a specific charity. 


You can also get a list of charities 
rated as approved or not approved 
from the National Information 
Bureau. If you write the bureau, 
you’ll get a “Wise Giving Guide” 
pamphlet and a list of some 400 
charities that have been analyzed and 
rated You can also get free, in-depth 
reports on as many as three charities. 
That address is. National Informa­ 
tion Bureau, 419 Park Avenue South, 
New York, N Y. 10016 


In general, any charity that won’t 
give you a detailed, externally 
audited financial report should be 
rejected. 


Q. I’ve got a lot of important 
papers, purchase records, tax infor­ 
mation and the like. What things are 
best kept in a home file and what’s 
best kept in a safe-deposit box? - P.J , 
Arlington, Va 


A. Here’s a little list prepared at 
my request by the Irving Trust Com­ 
pany of New York: 


— To be kept in the home file: Lists 
of charge account numbers and all 
credit card numbers Copies of all 
types of insurance policies. Canceled 
checks and receipts of payments on 
notes and installment sales contract. 
All information on home improve­ 
ment costs (tax record). Information 
on securities (but not the securities). 
Warranties and manuals for ap­ 
pliances and the like All tax records 
(for at least three years back). Social 
Security cards and birth certificates. 


— To be kept in the safe-deposit 
box: Things of rare value (antique 
watch, special jewelry, gold items). 
A copy of your will (another copy can 
be in the home file). Insurance 
records (in case of fire at home). 
Loan contracts, mortgages and other 
debt records. Securities that are not 
left with your broker.

The pennyw/se traveler 
For shoppers: it’s Everything London’ 
by Jane Morse 


LONDON (KSF) - The pants- 
suited blonde’s blue eyes glittered, 
her smile was wide, and she spoke in 
exlamations. 
“ Boy! This is the most fun I’ve had 
in the whole tour,” she said to her 
husband. "Isn ’t this neat!” 
Her candidate for London’s finest 
touristic feature was not the Queen's 
jewel collection, not Buckingham 
Palace, not Westminster Abbey. She 
was staring hard at a red-and-green- 
rimmed china platter with “ pizza’’ 
printed on it, but she was taking in all 
of a giant emporium that with some 
justification uses the cable address 
“ Everything London.” Like the 
crowds around her, she was working 
her way through Harrods department 
store. 
Henry Charles Harrod, who took 
over a small Knightsbridge grocery 
store in 1849, and his son Charles Dig- 
by Harrod, who built it into much of 
what Harrods is today, correctly 
calculated they could cause all kinds 
of people to come and visit. Even so, 
it’s doubtful they could have dreamed 
the store would become one of 
England’s top tourist attractions - but 
that’s what it surely is. 
Visitors who walk briskly could 
cover the store’s five selling floors, 
214 departments and 23 acres of floor 
space within one working day. 
However, it’s not likely that they will. 
To begin with, first-timers are almost 
immediately stopped in their tracks 
at the sight of the main-floor food 
halls. Here a Dickensian fantasy 
comes alive Monday through Satur­ 
day. Counters overflow with whole 
smoked salmons, recently deceased 
and still feathered game birds, a 


kingdom of chocolates, spices, cakes, 
pastries, meats, fruits, cheeses and 
more. Appropriately, most of the 
walls are lined in tile or marble and 
the central ceiling soars like a 
cathedral’s. 
On the fourth floor, a toy section 
grips alleged adults and genuine 
children alike with its rooms full of 
plush Paddington bears, five-foot 
rhinos, bashful-looking lions, dolls, 
miniature armies, model trains and 
games galore Around another bend is 
the antiques and fine arts depart­ 
ment, with a resplendent $16,000 art 
nouveau bedroom suite. Elsewhere 
shoppers’ eyes are likely to boggle 
over “ moon,” a circular bathtub with 
gilt fixtures (about $2,000 depending 
on size and decoration), a foot-long 
Greek sponge or a tiny wooden music 
stand for a child’s dollhouse. 
For $27 you can buy your 3-year-old 
a cashmere sweater, for $36 you can 
carry off two Italian-made, scalloped- 
edge pillowcases By the same token, 
there are buys like leather-covered 
throw pillows for $11, unusual chunky 
ballpoint pens for under 20 cents and 
French plastic salad spinners for less 
than half their $15 U.S. price. 
Even outside the food halls, it is as 
a French guidebook says: “ You look, 
you salivate, you buy.” Seven 
hundred patterns of china and 9,000 
ties create pedestrian traffic jams 
and p a r tly e x p la in why o il 
entrepreneur Sheikh Yamani recently 
asked for “ an extra inning ” Harrods 
accommodated him by letting him 
continue his shopping after closing. 
He in turn accommodated Harrods 
with a check for more than $60,000 
Yes, it was a unique occasion but “ we 


would do it anytime for this kind of 
c u s to m e r ,” 
s a y s a 
H arro d s 
spokeswoman with a straight British 
face. 
If you’re set on dirt-cheap bargains, 
however, better look elsewhere 
Harrods is often undersold by local 
competitors, and, for Americans, 
many things - electric goods and 
toiletries, for example - are cheaper 
at home. 
Harrods’ two sales a year, one in 
July, the other just after New Year, 
are nonetheless greeted by hordes. 
And at all times, hundreds of items 
tempt because they're “ different” - 
meaning you haven’t personally seen 
them at home and never mind anyhow 
because you’re not at home. 
In addition to British specialties, 
some savvy American shoppers are 
likely to leap on imports from China. 
Hungary and other Communist-bloc 
nations knowing that at home these 
are highly taxed, whereas in the 
United Kingdom they most often 
enter at much more nominal rates. 
Crafty sorts head as well for 
Harrods’ two secondhand shops. One 
has almost new books - mostly novels 
and biographies - for 25 percent below 
the original price. The other has 
semi-antique furniture, often in­ 
cluding boxes and chests sm all 
enough to carry on as airline baggage 
For convenience, tourists often use 
Harrods’ ticket agency to get seats 
for the opera, ballet and theater. 
However, the standard 22-25 percent 
agency commission is charged (your 
hotel porter may be able to get them 
for you at a lower cost; of course, 
there’s no extra cost if you buy tickets 
at the box office) Harrods’ own bank 


also changes dollars into pounds - but 
you can do better (and worse) 
elsewhere Harrods’ exchange office, 
though, is open Saturdays, as well as 
after normal banking hours week­ 
days, and therefore worth remember­ 
ing 
Saturday, not surprisingly, is 
Harrods’ biggest day and the one on 
which to avoid lunching in the store 
unless you're a lover of lines. There 
are four cafeterias to choose among 
(the main floor Leisure Circle is the 
most attractive, with a green and 
white “ garden” look), as well as the 
Georgian restaurant. The Georgian 
restaurant specializes in cold buffets 
($7 20, drinks extra, 12:30-2:30 p m.) 
and has a minimum charge of about 
$4 75; the others offer inexpensive 
snacks, snadwiches, salads and 
sweets 
Still almost a secret is Harrods’ in­ 
store pub, a wooden paneled beauty 
built in under the men’s shop and open 
for drinks from 11 a m to 3 p.m., as 
well as light lunches and afternoon 
tea. (a grander, “ all you can eat” tea 
takes place each afternoon in the 
Georgian restaurant, $2 70 per per­ 
son) True food fans, though, head for 
the health juice bar. which is not only 
very healthy but offers the almost 
unheard-of luxury of pure fresh 
strawberry and raspberry juice, each 
90 cents for a 10-ounce glass. 
F o re ig n e rs who succum b to 
H arrods’ non-edible tem ptations 
should not, of course, throw all 
caution to the winds. There are “ ex­ 
port schemes” - discounts - to be in­ 
vestigated 
They’re faintly com­ 
plicated and not worthwhile for the 
small spender,

Coring for your car 
Drilling a hole—the right way 


There are plenty of tim es in the life 
of the Saturday mechanic when he 
must drill a hole in some part of his 
car. When done right, it’s a simple 
job. Done wrong, it can give you a 
headache. 
To drill a hole correctly, you have 
to do two things, use a center punch, 
and drill at a straight angle. 
A center punch has a sharp point at 
one end. You place the pointed end 
against the metal to be drilled at ex­ 
actly the point where you want the 
hole to be Then hit the center punch 
with a hammer. The sharp point of 
the center punch leaves a small inden­ 
tation in the metal. Position the drill 
so the point of the drill bit is resting in 
the little depression created by the 
center punch Now, when you depress 
the drill trigger to start drilling, the 
drill bit will not wander over the 
metal, but will drill the hole at exact­ 
ly this point 
E s p e c ia lly 
re m e m b e r 
th is 
procedure when, say, installing an ac­ 
cessory m irror on the right door 
Otherwise you’ll have scratch marks 
all over the paint from the wandering 
drill bit 
Using the center punch is also 
necessary to insure that your holes 
will be drilled in the proper position 
Using the m irror example again, let’s 
say you have three holes to drill. Ob­ 
viously they can’t be drilled at the ap­ 
proximate location 
They must be 
d rille d ex a ct d ista n c e s a p a rt 
Otherwise the screws that hold the 
mirror on won't align with the holes. 
When using the center punch, don’t 
strike it three or four times with the 
ham m er, and then inspect what 


you’ve done. You may end up with 
four separate indentations, perhaps 
none of them exactly where you want. 
Before striking that first blow with 
the hammer, take a pencil, or other 
scribing device, and make an “ X” 
where you want to drill the hole. 
Place the point of the center punch at 
the point where the two lines of the 
“ X” intersect, then strike the center 
punch with a ham m er. Hold the 
center punch firm ly against the 
metal, and at a right angle to the 
metal. If you hold the center punch at 
a slant, when you strike it the punch 
may slip 
After striking the center punch 
once, remove it and make sure the in­ 
dentation you made is where you want 
it. If you need the indentation 
deepened, place the tip of the center 
punch in the first indentation and 
strike it once 
Make sure the point of the center 
punch is still in the indentation before 
striking it again Often the force of 
the blow will cause the punch to 
bounce out of the indentation, and if 
you strike it again without checking 
you’ll end up with another indentation 
you don’t want 
When drilling the hole, position the 
drill bit so that it’s at a 90 degree 
angle to the metal you’re drilling 
Holding the drill at even a slight slant 
can cause it to slip out of the indenta­ 
tion when you start drilling 
With the tip of the drill bit in the in­ 
dentation. depress the trigger on the 
drill 
If you have a variable speed 
drill, it's best to depress the trigger 
just enough for low rpm until the drill 
bit bites out enough metal to center

itself, run the drill at full speed until 
the bit has drilled through the metal.

City of the hard sell 
by Carol Folsonthal 


He conned Sonny Liston - 
"known by everyone as the 
m ean est m an in the 
world...sullen and surly 
champion” - into posing as 
Santa Claus. 
He sweet-talked Andy 
Warhol into posing for a 
photograph that would later 
be dropped into a giant can 
of Campbell’s Condensed 
Tomato Soup. The photo, in 
which Warhol appeared to 
be drowning in his own soup, 
ran on the cover of Esquire 
magazine under the head­ 
line, The final decline and 
total collapse of the Ameri­ 
can avant-garde.” 
He convinced Lt. William 
Calley, then awaiting trial 
for his role in the massacre 
of women and children at 
My Lai, to pose with a group 
of soulful, cherubic Asian 
kids. 
And he cajoled 
Muhammad Ali, a devout 
Black Muslim, into posing as 
a Christian martyr. 
HE is art director, idea 
man, copywriter-advertis­ 
ing guru extraordinaire— 
George Lois. The Art of 
Advertising* is a captivat­ 
ing, exquisitely-produced 
showcase for 25 years of his 
work. In fits of unabashed 
braggadocio, backed up by 
reproductions of mostly bril­ 
liant cam paigns, 
Lois 
succeeds in selling himself 
as the best thing to hit 
Madison Avenue since tele­ 
vision. 
According to Lois, creat­ 
ing "seemingly outrageous' 
but definitely different ads is 
the secret of impressing the 
average American who, I^ois 
claims, is subjected to 1,500 
advertising impressions per 
day - 86 percent of which 
are ignored and 13 percent 
hated. In the 260 trailblazing 
campaigns shown here, 
there’s not an overworked, 
harried housewife - horri­ 
fied by collar rings or yellow 
underwear - in sight. 
His Wolfschmidt Vodka 
ads, for example, finally 
retire that perfectly plastic 
penthouse pair in favor of a 
Wolfschmidt bottle cavort­ 
ing with oranges, lemons, 
limes, tomatoes and olives. 
The ads - aimed at dispel­ 
ling the notion that all vod­ 
kas taste alike - drip with 
erotic double entendres.

Although Lois usually sold 
products - ranging from 
Ovaltine to Lestoil - he 
occasionally turned his tal­ 
ents to selling causes. The 
chapter on "Protest" shows 
his direct, no-nonsense ap­ 
proach working wonders. In 
one ad, run in 1962, a very 
pregnant woman stands be­ 
side a headline announcing, 
"one and one-fourth million 
unborn children will be bom 
dead or have some gross 
defect because of nuclear 
bomb testing.” Another ad is 
designed to resemble a con­ 
ventional travel promotion - 
until you read the copy - 
"Greece has torture, tyran­ 
ny, concentration camps. 
What a lovely place for a 
vacation. Every American 
who visits Greece is support­ 
ing a fascist state." 


The Art of Advertising* is 
marred by Lois’s incessant 
promotion of himself. *1 can 
out-design anyone alive* is a 
typical assertion. As creator 
of 92 Esquire covers, Lois 
also takes credit for pulling 
that publication out of the 
red into profits of $3 million. 


Then again, his Esquire 
covers certainly were the 
sort designed to sell maga­ 
zines. Besides those de­ 
scribed earlier, he also com­ 
posed a cover in 1966 featur-

So their book 
offers lovely shots of Central 
Park, Lower Manhattan and 
Midtown skylines, a car­ 
riage driver decked out in an 
opera hat, waiting for pas­ 
sengers near the Plaza 
Hotel. 


To evoke the culture clash 
that gives New York its
